Alfred Ruckley. ICdltOr of Town 
Planning speaking yesterday afternoon 
in the Engineering Building on "Co- 
partnership and Oiler Systems ot 
l^and Development fer Housing Pur- 
poses" reviewed the conditions in 
Europe and America which had made 
decent home life lor working families 
almost impossible and Lad compelled 
governments to adopt vastly expen- 
sive housing projects in the interests 
of national hea'th. Great Britain, lie 
said, was commuted to 3 charge on 
the national excheciuet and local taxes 
of more than sax thousand million 
dollars i/o salvajge the intolerable re- 
sults of inhuman speculative housing. 

Among the chief causes of these 
conditions tat the inflation of land 
vtdue*. made possible in most esses 
by oornmiuTilty enterprise. At the 
beginning of the present century, he 
said, one-half pf tJ,e population ot 
Glasgow were llTing In one- room 
dwelling* ana in 1922 over sixty per 
oont were houpod in not more than 
two room*, irrespective of the site of 
the la.n-.iba».

"One of the problems of the dyer 
is to know at a glance what colors 
to make up X particular shade.

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"But of greater value to the student intending to enter 
business than the scholastic Knowledge lie obtains at Univer- 
sity are the associations he forms. The broadening influence 
of constantly meeting men and women of different interests 
and from different states gives him an outlook on life and a 
knowledge of the other fellows problems that is of invaluable 
use to him in his business life." recently said the head of one of 
the largest chains of department, stores in America. 

Many elements in college life that we are prone cither to 
overlook or else to take as a matter of course are of value, and 
not the least are loyalty, enthusiasm, the power of initiative. 
Many other elements that we are also prone to overlook or to take 
as a matter of course are not so valuable. We find the self- 
centred, smug, conceited individual who feels the weight of his 
great intellect and the burden of being a missionary of efficien- 
cy to the world at large. How efficient this type of person 
really is remains to be demonstrated when he leaves college and 
goes out to make a dent in the crust of big business. Frequent- 
ly the answer is such as to bewilder and humble the one who 
. has heretofore regarded i he world as his oyster and life as a 
sucked orange. 

It ha? been said that few men come to college with the cen- 
tral idea of getting an education: but they usually get it just, 
the same for education has many and various sides. However, 
a man can't become educated by doing only one thing, be it ath- 
letics or classroom work, be it mathematics, biology or Eng- 
lish. The road of life is strewn with the remains of men who 
were successes in college— in one line. Like the traveller who, 
crossing the desert, falls on the way because, though outfitted 
ir. every other respect in the most complete manner, he neglect- 
ed to wear a sun helmet, is the man who falls on the road be- 
cause, like the desert traveller, though outfitted in the most 
complete manner in all the paraphernalia of His profession, he 
yet neglected the human contact so essential. He came to col- 
lege for an education but only got learning. 

The college man of to-day is too much of an individualist, 
of an egoist. He is too selfish, too much wrapped up in himself 
and in his own group. We have faculty fraternities instead of 
.university fraternities, sectional clubs instead of cosmopolitan 
clubs. 

One fault in college is that we are taking courses and en- 
gaging in certain activities that point towards a certain goal, 
and casting aside all subjects and interests that do not directly 
point towards that goal. If a certain study does not directly 
contribute to the realization of our ambition to be sporting edi- 
tor of a newspaper, or a five and ten cent magnate, or a preacher 
we say it is no good. Because we can sell bonds or real estate 
without a knowledge of Greek is no reason why we could not 
sell more bonds and real estate if we did know Greek. Many a 
course that has no apparent practical value may be of great 
value as a .stimulant of individual thinking. It is the big vi 
sioned man, the man with the human touch, and a sympathetic 
knowledge oi the other fellows affairs that are the worlds

The whole point of debating at col- 
lege lies In teaching iho students to 
spcaK in public. This is an nrt exactly 
on a par with swimming. It lies with- 
in the compass of everyone up to a 
certain degree. Everyhocjy can. swim 
If he learns, and nobody can swim 
without learning. Everybody can 
speak, more or less readily (probably 
lesiO if he has had practise. And no 
■body can speak without it. 

it is sometimes thought that to 
some people speaking is a. natural 
endowment. But this is only true in 
a limited way. I aai reminded hero of 
the case of a young Scotch boy whom 
T had in my employ at Orillla. He fell 
off my launch into the lake and after 
he had been fished out someone asked 
him if he could swim. He answered 
that he could not but that ho had 
"learned the motions of swimming" in 
a Scotch country school and was "in 
tending to put them into practise. 
Tre application is obvious. 

On the other hand whenever a. col 
lege debate Is organized, especially 
an intercollegiate x dobate of impor 
tance, it is taken for granted that 
what Is mainly needed is a vast ap 
pa rat us of facte.

But our American 
students havo become so badly 
damaged by the "preparation" idea 
that the moment this subject Is pro 
pounded to them, they at once rush to 
a professor and say "Whore can 
get a book on that?" Or perhaps a 
littio later they announce with joy, — 
"I'm all right. I'vo found op article 
on It." For this attltudo of mind there 
Is no fit comment but the exclamation 
"Help." 

Tl-.o real preparations for that dc 
bato or for any other properly planned 
debate Is to think about it. to get keen 
about It, to turn It over In one's mind. 
Any facts that nro wanted will then 
appear and can bo looked for. The 
debater will hogln to think "I wonder 
how much money is spent upon moving 
pictures'.'" When ho has thought that 
he Is In a position to go and hunt it 
up. Rut nol. hefore. And any ntudout 
who can't think ought not to ho a 
champion: he should Mttlily to b« a 
professor.

Rome instituted n ilolo, 
not only providing ihe people with 
food, bill also pivlnc them three forms 
of free entertainment — the circus, the 
games, and the «lndlatorlnl contests. 
"Imagine Riving the people to-day 
free cinemas!" lie remarked. This 
entering to the public demands nan 
necessary to keep an emperor or 
ooustll in off lie— for h1« position de- 
pended upon his popularly Willi the 
masses. 

Many of the Prime Ministers nf 
ancient Rome were s'nves, ho declared. 
When asked whether litis did nnl lend 
to a race of slaves silperlov In inotals 
to the re'dulnr people. Doctor Bagnniil 
said that though ihnso slaves had 
renin r'kntoie ability, they never lice.'iinc 
as civilised as the regular Bnmntis. 

The enormous part played by the 
slaves In the government of Hume has 
not been realised until recently. Every- 
•thitiK centred a limit Borne, and the 
smallest mnttcrsi were (.ikon to ll.e 
Emperor, who would of course leave 
ntost of the work to his secretaries, 
who were mostly slaves. 

The town-planning system of Rome 
was very much (ho same ns that of 
any modern city. Tt.o ccnlr.-il buslûoss 
zone was very small and •vlremely 
busy. Around were tho slums, and 
outslili of that replacing .'he 'Vo))!- 
mutora' aren." were the rid. villas, 
the eniperor'a pif'itco, and other places 
ot that sort. 

'Tan the sohitlonn of Kome's urban 
problems aid Us in solving prenent- 
day problems?" the interviewer asked. 
Doctor Bagnnni replied thai he 
little hope of tli>. because tl.e whole 
of Rome's social life was rendered 
different . that life of the present dny. 
on account of the slave system. The 
slaves occupied a far more imporl:nit 
place ir. the history of Rome, than 
older historians and archaeologists 
have ever thought. 

Finally. Doctor Bncnani pointed out 
the fact that Christianity owes its 
enormous development entirely to the 
Roman Empire this marvcl'lous 
empire, embracing the whole of Ihe 
known wor'd. used one language, and 
had common traditions. Therefore 
new ideas spread Incredibly ciuickly 
from Rome all over the civilised 
world. Christianity, an immensely 
superior civilization, thus spread. 
Rome decayed because her civilisation 
had reached its perfection—there was 
noihinç ^sc for Rome to do. And when 
a nation stands still, it begins to s'ip 
backward. 

These sidelights on the greatest 
archaeological field in the wor'd, form 
a preface to three lectures which Dr. 
Bagnani will deliver here next week. 
The visitor is one. of the greatest 
authorities on ancient archaeology, 
and his lectures should be extremely 
instructive as wcM as entertaining. 

Dr. Bagnan! intends to lecture at 
Toronto University, lie will also visit 
Fort Hope, Ontario. and finish his 
(our with a journey to Qiicbec, which, 
he says, he will undertake as a tourist, 
not as a prof essor.
